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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Application 

Receipt of the Response to Restriction requirement filed 03/30/09 is acknowledged. 

In view of the fact that the generic claim is allowable, the Restriction requirement dated 
1 1/03/08 has been withdrawn and the search has been extended to cover the additional claimed 
species and these species are deemed to be allowable. 

Claims 17, 19, 21-24, 29-38 and 65-73 are pending in this action. Claim 17 has been 
amended. Claims 1-16, 18, 20, 25-28 and 39-64 have been cancelled. Claims 17, 19, 21-24, 29- 
38 and 65-73 are allowed. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT
